lpt bleſſed God which already hath don it 
And againe, in that we-fwlc the foꝛce of 
ſinne alwaies woꝛking in gur bodies, and 
tontinuallꝑ ſuſfer the tyꝛannp of ſathan, 
howbeit ;, it ſhalt not bee imputed vnto 
death, foz the blod of Chaift Jeſus, hath 
taken away the foꝛte ofthe Law, and the 
ſentence of guiltines, into whom wee are 
now graffed and vnited.

would be accormted nothing woꝛth. And 
therefo2e is it, that to our comfozt it is 
ſpoken, that we are not our owne, but his 
that careth foz vs, and hath the ability to 
pꝛouide fo2 vs, euen the beſt. Now there- 
fo:e let vs examine our ſelues farther, 
and ſc our merits & deſerts befoze God, 


which many haue pꝛeached and allowed 


fo the great ouerthꝛowe of the eſtimation 
of Chꝛiſt his death and paſſton,.as though 
there were an ability in men to deſerue 
any thing at Gods hands, which is tontra 
ry to the Apoſtles doctrine , who ſapeth, 
When we haue done all that we can dw, 
pet we are vnpꝛoitable ſeruants. But foꝛ 
the better trpall hereok, let vs cxamine all 
our dedes,be they neuer lo god, as conti⸗ 
nuall pꝛaper, vnfapned loue, pittp, dayly 
receding of the poWꝛe, the pꝛeſeruing of our 


bodies in chaſtity and honeſtp, foꝛſakyng 


the woꝛld, the fleſh and the deuill, oꝛ what 
cls may be commendal?'e in a man, is it 
able to match one of Gods ayfts 2 as 
dur vnderſtanding, our ſight, our health, 
our found lymmes, our nouriſhment, our 
Iyfc,our childꝛen, our peace, wpth a great 


manp moe bleſſings, can it deſerue any of 


theſe,nay rather doth not one of theſe bleſ- 
gings, delerue and require all thoſe good 
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derdes at mans hands? pes no doubt, how 
ſay.ye then to a greater blefſing then all 
this 2 who hath giuen Chꝛiſte Jeſus to 
ſhed his pꝛecious blimd, to purchaſe vnto 
bs the kingdome of hrauen, and lpfe euer⸗ 
laſting: euen he vndoubfedly,that can ne⸗ 
uer be iuſtip recompenced by a ſinful mas 
obſeruation,and conuerſation, be it neuer 
ſo holp, and therefoze is it that wee are al⸗ 
waies in debt vnto the Loꝛd, and ſoꝛ that 
cauſe is it that our Sauiour Chꝛiſte hath 
taught vs to deſire God in our pꝛaper, 
that he will koꝛgiue vs our debts, as wee 
fo2gpue our debters, and then howe can 
we deſerue any thing at Gods hands, whẽ 
we can not make recompence foꝛ the ſma⸗ 
leſt things that we haue had already, and 
do dayly receiue. Mherefoꝛe it ſeemeth to 
be a very comfoꝛtable doctrine vnto vs, in 
that wee are not our owne , and in that 
wee are boughte foꝛ a pꝛice, fo2 if wee 
were our owe, we ſhould periſh as men 
that are wicked ſinners, and as men that 
can do no god thing, noꝛ deſerue any god 
thing, ther efoꝛe of all treatures wee are

Whereftv2e this laſte parte remap⸗ 
neth faz vs , and is required at our 
hands, as a duety, that wee gloꝛilie God, 
which is as much to be vnderſtanded, that 
we attribute not onely the power, ſuperi⸗ 
oꝛitp. and ercellency vnto God alone, but 
alſo that we ſerue him, lone him, thanke 
him, and obey him, actoꝛding to his woꝛ⸗

refuſe the bad, and eſpeciallp becauſe wee 
are called by God, redeemed by hys ſonne 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and ſanctiſied by hys holye 
ſpirite, we ſhould therefoꝛe ſhewe our el⸗

in honeſt and godly conuer ſation amenac 
our ſelues, that ſo much we ſhould ſur pas 
all other creatures in our duetp, behaui⸗ 
our, and calling. By howe much we haue 
a ſuperioꝛitp aboue them. Nur Sautcur 
Chꝛiſt ſayd, Let pour light ſo ſhine befoꝛe 
men, that they may ſee pour god wozkes, 
and glo2iffe your father which is in hea⸗ 
uen. And likewiſe the Apoſtle Peter 
ſayth. Baue pour tonuerſation honeſt a⸗ 
mong the Gentils, that they which ſpeake 
euill of pou, as of euill dwers. map by pour 
god works which they ſhall ſe, gloꝛ iſie 
God in the day of the viſitation. So that 
now, to acknowledge God as be is, and 
to behaue our ſelues godly and Honeſtly, 


accozding to Gods will, is to glozify God,
